Class History of '32 


T this time I will present to you the 4-year tree of life for the class of 7°32. 

Blossom time was celebrated by fifty-three graduates from various schools in 
the spring of 1928.

The sun 
of knowledge and breezes of experience seemed to help her guide us through the 
year even though we were attacked by pests and swept by an epidemic of low 
grades in deportment. Irvin Zeiger served as vice-president; Marcella Tolle, secre- 
tary, and Frederick Shearer, treasurer. 


The class play ‘““Am I Intruding?” was presented. The banquet for the close 
of 31 was held at Hotel Elkhart. 


In the beginning of our Senior year our sponsor Mr. Marburger, warned us 
against becoming dignified so we chose “Forward ever, Backward never” for our 
motto, and elected the following officers to lead us to our destination. Eldon Bendit, 
president; Donald Grove, vice-president; Jeanette Battles, secretary, and Frederick 
Shearer, treasurer. We presented a mystery play, ‘““The Yellow Shadow” and also 
a performance night at which we presented a play “The Pearls.” 


Now we are graduating and hope that some day the 4-year tree of life will be 
congratulated upon the ’31 fruit it bore in 1932.
